El Al Israel Airlines is lo cease 
operations on Saturdays and Jewish 
holidays, the cabinet decided in 
principle on Sunday. A ministerial 
committee headed by Deputy 
Premier Simha Ehrlich has been up- 
puinted τὰ report back within three 
months with a detailed plan for the 
curtailment of operatiuns. 

On Thursday ΕἸ Al's government- 
appointed board af directors ud- 
vised the cnbinet not to ground the 
airline on Saturdays and Jewish 
holidays. But Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin reiterated his 
degision to slop “desecriting the 
Sabbath.” 

A public committee appointed by 
Transpart Minister Haim Corlu said 
last week that a cessulion of such 
flights will cost the airline 530 10 $40 
million « year. 

Begin expressed his views during 
a brief meeting with David 
Weingarten, who had been a 
Member of the Corfu-appointed 
commitlee but who had been eased 
out of it because the other commit- 
tee members claimed the Orthodox 
businessman was not objective. 

Meanwhile, representatives of 
Electric Corporation employees, 
and X-ray, and Communications 
Ministry technicians last week 
warned against grounding the air- 
line on the Sabbath. David Knafo. 
Tepresenting the Dead Sea Works, 
threatened to take “all the measures 
al our disposal” to prevent the 
government from stopping El Al 
flights on the Jewish Sabbuth. 

{In a minority report, committee 
Member Prof. Ze'ev Low said that 
El Al operates more flights on 
Saturdays than on any other day 
because it does not fly to the US. 
that duy and uses ifs planes on 
shorter runs to Europe. 

According to the majority report 
Presented by committee chairman 
Ya’acov Rubin, tough competition 
between the airlines had forced ΕἸ 
Al Lo fly on Saturdays. Rubin told 
The Jerusalem Post thai people 
Prefer to fly here on Saturdiy and 
return the following Sunday 
becuusc that gives them nine days in 
{stael although it accounts for only 
five work days. 

Neverthless Low said he believed 
that if El Al loses 60 to 80 per cent 
of its Sabbath passengers, it will lose 
no more than $8 million. On the 
other hand if Orthodox people stop 
using its services it may lose St5m., 
he predicted.

bid on settlements

With the evacuation of Sinai 
completed, Israelis last week were 
faced with ihe questions of whether 
to establish new settlements in the 
West Bank und what steps should 
be taken 10 ensure against up- 
rooting of settlements in the future. 

The opposition Labour Party last 
week rejecled an invitation from 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
that it join the coalition in a Knesset 
resolution that would pledge that no 
more Jewish settlements would be 
uprooted, 

Near Hebron, demonstrators 
from the Peace Now organization 
and Betar fought during ceremonies 
marking the establishment of a 
military settlement. 

Speaking on Isracl TY. 
Foreign Minisier Yitzhak Shamir 
said on Friday that the govern- 
ment’s intention in seeking a 
parliamentary ban on the removal 
of Jewish settlements from the West 
Bank and Gaza was to make clear 
io future negoliuting partners “not 
to expect such it thing.” 

Bui he denied that this was a 
precondition for negotiations on the 
future of the West Bunk, Gaza Strip 
or Golan Heights, “it is not a 
precondition, it is our internal 
decision,” Shamir slated, 

He said Israel had never suid it 
would accept “peace at uny price, 
and it would be good for any party 
with whom we may have to 
negotiale not to expect such a 
thing.” 

The tragedy of uprooting settte- 
ments, such as “we Saw Jast week in 
Yamit, showed the whole world the 
dimensions of our sacrifice for 


peace,” Shamir said. 

In Tel Aviv, the Labour Pacty 
Political Bureau yesterday in effect 
rejected Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin's bid to recruit Alignment 
support for Knesset ratification of a 
cabinet decision against the future 
removal of any Jewish settlements. 


A party statement fixed Labour's 
“security map as the guideline for 
further settlements in the Jerusalem 
area, the Etzion blac, the Golan, the 
southern Gaza Strip and the Jordan 
Valley. We reject Jewish settie- 
ments in areas of crowded Arab 
population, lest they turn this into a 
bi-national stale. However, in the 
event of peace negotiations, Israel 
will struggle to make sure that the 
existing Jewish settlements 
Temain.” 


Referring to the Begin proposal, 
the bureau statement said, “it has 
no binding validity and is nothing 
but an ill-timed declaration.” 

AU a meeting with Premier 
Begin on Friday, Labutr Party 
Chairman Shimon Peres said: 
“We will support the government 
only if it adopts the [ubour position 
on settlements. We 
crealing Jewish settlements in 
densely populated Arab ureas and 
will not agree lo give the govern- 
ment carte blanche τὸ change the 
Present map so as to convert Israel 
into u bi-national state on which 
neither the Jews nor the Arabs are 
agrecd in uny case.” 


The ultra-nationalist Tehiya Party

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Washington talks on autonomy proposed

[sracl will probably agree to 
Washington as the venue of the next 
round of the autonomy negotiations 
if the U.S. and Egypt agree in ad- 
vance that the following round of 
talks will take place in Jerusalem, 6 
senior government source said in 
Jerusalem lust weck, 

The source was reacting to the 
impasse reached in the talks 
because of Egypt's refusal to hold 
the next round in Jerusalem. 

Egyptian officials recently in- 
formed the U.S. of Egypt's unwil- 
lingness to hold the talks in 
Jerusalem. Observers explain the 
Egyptian attitude by noting that 
Egypt has all along insisted that East 


Jerusalem is part of the West Bank, 
and should be included in the 
autonomy scheme as the capital of a 
Palestinian state, should it be es- 
tablished. 

But Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin said last week in an interview 
over Israel Radio that it was 
originally agreed by all sides 
that the talks be held alter- 
nately in the capitals of the three 
participants, the U.S. Israel and 
Egypt. Begin said Jerusalem is the 
capital of Israel and Israel cannot 
agree to its capital being boycotted. 

Begin also suid that Israel sees the 
implementation of the autonomy 
scheme as exhuusting and fulfilling 
“the legitimate rights of the Palesti- 
nian peuple," rights that Israel, the 


U.S. and Egypt specifically endor- 
sed in the [978 Camp David agree- 
ments, 

Aboul one month ago, U.S. Am- 
bassador Samuel Lewis broached 
the possibility with Israeli leaders 
of resuming the autonomy negotia- 
tions in Washington, in view of the 
Egyptian refusal to meet in 
Jerusalem. 

Israel at the time refused, on the 
grounds that the previous round of 
working-group level talks on 
autonomy had taken place in Giza, 
Egypt last March and the previous 
round of ministerial level talks, last 
November had also taken place in 
Egypt. 

“It is clearly Israel’s turn now,” 
said the senior Israeli official. 


UN votes for sanctions against Israel

UNITED NATIONS. — Eighty-six 
members of the General Assembly, 
including all the Arab slales — ex- 
cept Egypt — the Communist bloc, 
and the majorily of black Africa 
voled last week in favour of 
the resolution that called Israel a 
“not peace-loving member slate" 
and requested the imposition of 
sanctions against it. 

Twenty slules, including the U.S. 
and most of Western Europe, with 
the exception of Greece — which 
voted in favour and Spain which 
ubstuined — voled «against the 
resolution, Thirty-six members, in- 


cluding most of Latin America and 
several Asian und African states 
abstained, 

Under pressure from several 
Third World states, the Arab bloc 
abandoned its initial plan to sus- 
pend Israel's Assembly 
membership, Cuba, Malta and 
Senegal submitted in the bloc's 
behalf tu the Assembly a call to 
“review Isruel's status inthe UN" in 
the coming 37h General Assembly 
session, 

Israeli diplomats here drew a cer- 
lain satisfaction from the fact that 
Egypt which abstained in February 
also abstained this time. Moreover, 
Egypt's UN ambassador Ahmed 


Esmat Meguid, who was attacked 
by the Israelis for his address at the 
recent meeting of the foreign 
ministers of the non-aligned nations 
in Kuwait, delivered a short speech 
in which he praised Israel for its 
final withdrawal from Sinai which 
he said was a “significant step 
forward in the peace process.” 

There were no major surprises in 
{he vote on the resolution which in+ 
cluded many of the elements in a 
resolution the Assembly adopted in 
February following Israel's annexa- 
tion of the Golan Heights. Then, 86 
members voted in favour of the 
resolution, 21 were against and 34 
abstained.

youth, Gamal Mussa al-Shalalda, 
18, who is also from Sair, was killed.

But about 150 Peace Now ac- 
tivists managed to get to Telem, 
where they sat quietly with the 
crowd until Sharon began speaking. 
They then rose, waved national 
flags, unfurled plastic banners say- 
ing “don't use the Nahal as a tool of 
annexation” and chanted “no we, 
we shall nol (let it happen)”, 

Within seconds, members of 
Herut’s youth movement — Betar 
—altacked the demonstrators from 
behind, tearing the banners.

Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
warned last week that if the ter- 
rorists shell Israel, Israel will con- 
sider entering Lebanon “to destroy 
the terrorists’ aggressive potential." 

“If the terrorists keep the peace, 
so will Israci," Begin continued, 
during an interview on Israel Radio. 

Begin said that the PLO terrorists 
in Lebanon were dealt a heavy blow 
during the tsrael Air Force's attack 
on the bases two weeks ago. They 
have not replied to the atlack because 
‘they have been told, “not by us", 
that the results would be disastrous 
for them, the prime minister said. 
He added that the U.S. had 
pressured the PLO not lo reply, 

Israel could wipe out the Syrian 
missile emplacements when it so 
decided, but the positions have not 
been bombed because Israel does 
not want war, he said. 

For 10 months now, not a single 
Katyusha missile has fallen on 
Kiryat Shmona or Nahariya, he 
said. 

The prime minister told his two 
interviewers, Shimon Shiffer and 
Razi Barkui, that it had been agreed 
with U.S. special envoy Philip 
Habib that Israeli reconnaissance 
flights over Lebanon would not be a 
violution of the cease-fire. Israel has 
been flying over Lebinon daily, he 
said. 

Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf Rafuel 
Eitan told the nation kist week that 
the Air Force's recent strike against 


PLO targets in Lebanon was a 
reminder to the terrorists that Jsracl 
will not stand for unilateral action, 
and with respond. 

Eitan claimed that Israel's planes 
hit every intended target in the raid, 
which “totally destroyed” three 
Palestinian bases. 

For the first time, he added, Syria 
lost two MiG 23 jets in dogfights af- 
ler they tried (ὦ intervene. Tank 
buses were not allacked, he con- 
tinued, but PLO ammunition 
dumps, cannons and a naval base 
were hil. 

The chief of staff predicted that 
the Palestinians will still respund to 
the air raid, though he said there 
was a chance they would not, 
becuuse they know that an attack 
on Israel could lead to disaster, 

Over the weekend, Aluf 
Yehoshua Suguy, head of Army In- 
telligence, said during un interview 
von [sracl Radio's weekly newsreel 
thal the northern border may heat 
up. 

“This is a year in which sharp 
changes of direction are possible 
because of significant events in the 
region,” he explained. “One of 
those events, the evacuation of 
Sinai, has alrendy happened. In the 
summer, there will be elections in 
Lebanon and we also have to 
remember the instability of muny of 
the Arab stutcs around us. Since 
they are tolalitarian stutes, that in- 
stability could threaten the regimes 
and bring about change.” 


Israeli soldier hurt ἱπ 5. Lebanon

TEL AVIV. — An Israeli soldier 
was wounded in Southern Lebanon 
on Friday after Lerrocists resumed 
their attacks and ended the ΙΔ]] 
which followed a massive bombing 
of their bases on April 21. 

The soldier was wounded when 
his vehicle hit a land mine between 
Debel, some six kilometres north of 
Biranit, and Rashaf, three km. 
further north, 

The IDF spokesman described 
the soldier's injuries as “medium.” 
“He was reportedly evacuated to a 
hospital by helicopter. 

An UNIFIL spokesman quoted a 
militia officer as saying the injured 
man was a member of Major δα δὰ 
Haddad's militia. 

But the Ismiel Defence Forces spokes- 
man on Saturday reiterated that 
the injured man was an IDF soldier, 
The report did not say what he was 
doing. 

Several hours before the mine ex- 


ploded, terrorists opened light arms 
und mortar fire from Ya'atar, 
northwest of the Debel-Rushaf 
area. Ya’atar isin the UNIFIL area, 
controlled by the Dutch contingent. 
According to reports, the fire was 
apparently directed at local people, 
but fire was not returned. 

The attack is seen us ἃ violation 
of the July 198] cease-fire. The 
third clause of that agreement says 
the provisions “will apply to hostile 
military activily directed into Had- 
dad's area or from it.” 

Following an attack on April 2] 
when a mine explosion killed a 
soldier and wounded another in 
Southern Lebanon, the Israel Air 
Force bombed the three terrorist 
buses in Lebanon. 

Apparently anticipating a raid, a 
deputy to PLO leader Yasser Arafat 
on Saturday said Syritt had undertaken 
to help the Palestinian forces in any 
possible way should the IDF attack 
them in Lebanon.

— The inaugural trip on 
Eggcd's new Tel Aviv-Cniro line, 
which left the bus terminal here 
‘Thursduy morning, turned into an 
18-hour (orturous journcy due to 
luck of organization und inef- 
ficiency on the Egyptian side of the 
horder. 

The twu Egged buses were given 
a festive ceremony al 7 a.m. Thurs- 
day. Transport Minister Haim 
Corfu, his deputy David Shiffman, 
Tourism Minister Avraham Shurir,, 
who dubbed the new line the 
“peace line,” and Epged directors 
spoke. 

The first bus on the line, number 
(00, carried Shiffman, MKs Akiva 
Nof, Jacques Amir, Benny Shalita 
and Ya'‘acov Gil, journalists and 
senior Egged officials. The second 
bus carried paying customers. 


After an hour and a haif of pass- 
ing through customs and passport 
control at the  still-uncompleted 
Israeli checkpost at Rafah, the 
buses passed to the Egyptian 
checkpoint at 1} a.m, 

The passengers handed in their 
passports, changed dollars to Egyp- 
tian currency and waited for three 
hours while the Egyptian customs 
officials studicd the two buses’ 
papers, The officer in charge of the 
terminal had no idea that two Israeli 
buses would be passing through. 
Until now, buses discharged their 
passengers on the Isracli side, and 
Egyptian buses collected them on 
the other side. 

‘The Egyptians demanded that Eg- 


ged pay customs on spare parts in 
the bus, curried in cuse of a 
breakdown, Then they wanted the 
tudios (ἀκοαὶ out of the buses. Then 
they said the bus drivers did nol 
have insuranve or licences to drive 
in Egypt. Lengthy arguments en- 
sued. 

After 2 p.m, the Knesset 
members warned the checkpost 
esmminder they would return to 
Tel Aviv if things didn’t sturt mov- 
ing. Half an hour later the passports 
were returned and finally, at 
another part of the terminal. new 
numbcr plates, in Arabic, were 
given the buses. But then the Egyp- 
tiuns discovered that the numbers of 
the plates didn't match the numbers 
on the forms filled out for the buses. 
Another delay. Finally, at 3 p.m., 
the buses stood at the exit gate, 
which was only opened half an hour 
later after a tax of two Egyptian 
pounds had been deducted from 
each passenger and someone was 
found to open the gate. 

At 5:30 p.m. the buses reached 
the Suez Canal, as the passengers 
saw the last ferry making its way — 
without them — to the far side of 
the canal. Dock workers said no 
further canal passages would be 
made that night. The two Israeli 
buses were ἰδῇ in the dark with only 
the remains from a packed lunch, 
and no telephone or wireless con- 
tact to anywhere, A cold wind blew 
and raindrops fell. 

“Corfu must resign,” cried Amir 
angrily.

Corruption trials expected soon

The state will “very soon" in- 
stitute prosecution of “a number of 
persons” charged with offences 
connected with 7ik Afarsek (the 
Peach File). a senior government 
official told The Jerusalem Post 
last week. 

The official said that in the past 
year police have investigated 
various aspects of the allegations 
and evidence included in the file, a 
collection of documents and 
testimony deuling with government 
allocation of funds to 
municipalities, private charities and 
other bodies, affiliated to the same 
National Religious Party. 

The police have completed in- 
vestigation of some matters and are 
completing the investigation of

others. ‘Very soon we will 
prosecute a number of persons in 
connection with these in- 
vestigations,” said the official. 

He said that those who will be 
prosecuted are “not ministry of- 
ficials and not ministers,’ an up- 
parent reference to ὶ terior 
Minister Yosef Burg, whose name 
appears in some of the allegations in 
the Afarsek file. The polige in- 
vestigation has apparently cleared 
Burg of any mishehaviour, The 
Prosecutions will focus on charges 
of mismanagement and misuse of 
public funds, 

On April 16, 1981 at Burg's.re- 
quest, Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir Issued a nine-page “opinion™ 
an the Afarsek File, going into the 
quarrel then between Burg und 
former Police Inspector-General 
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Herzl Shufir; intu alleged politcal 
interference in police investigaton 
and handling of the Afarsek 
matertal; and into whether the 
Afarsek material or parts of il 
necessitate full police inquiry. 

In his response, Zamir instructed 
the police to carry out a full in- 
vestigntion of “a small number of 
subjects included in the Afnrseh 
material" and gave police discretion 
whether or not to continue il 
vestigating a number of other sub- 
jects. Zamir referred a few other 
Matters to the Stute Comptroller. 

In his opinion, Zamir also 
declared that the matter of alloca- 
tions by the state through local 
councils and municipalities 10 
various private institutions, [π΄ 
cluding many yeshivol, was “nol 
governed or ordered by law.”

ARCHITECTURE: Avraham Yaskl, 
S50 tlanoured for advancing the 
development of architecture in 
Isrnel, Yaski's work has won 
numerous prizes. His designs in- 
clude the buildings which housed 
the sacial science complex on the 
Givat Ram campus of the Hebrew 
University, for which he won a 
prize; the [BM building in Tel Aviv; 
the Gilo neighbourhood in 
Jerusalem; and the campus of Ben- 
Gurion University in Beersheba. 
HEBREW POETRY: Yehuda 
Amlhal, 57, and Amir Gilboa, 63. 
Amihai's poetry was cited for its 
combination of lyrical and everyday 
themes that ‘express the world of a 
disillusioned generation.

Who speaks for American Jews? 


THE HIGHLY organized structure 
of the American Jewish community 
has never been very easy to under- 
stand, 

Recently, the jockeying for ac- 
cess to the White House has un- 
derlined exactly how complex and

The American [srael Public Af- 
fairs Committee (AIPAC) is the 
only Jewish organization officially 
registered with the U.S, Congress lo 
lobby on Capitol Hill. It is often 
authorized to speak on behalf of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, un- 
der whose umbrella are 34 national 
Jewish groups, Moat of those presi- 
dents sit on AIPAC's executive 
committee. At the same time, 
AIPAC is a member of the Presi- 
dents’ Conference, 

” Therefore, when the chairman of 
the Presidents’ Conference publicly 
attacks the President of AIPAC — 
that is extraordinary. And that is ex- 
actly what happened on April 12 
following President Ronald 
Reagan's White House meeting 
with six Jews, one of whom was Lar- 
ty Weinberg, AIPAC's president. 
The other five were well-known 
Republican Jewish activists. 

Howard Squadron, the chairman 
of the Presidents’ Conference, 
Protested against Weinberg's 
Presence. Squadron wus clearly up- 
set. He said it was “outrugeaus” und 
“unacceptable” that these "“self- 
appuinied Jews" should go to the 
White House without the involve- 
ment of the Presidents’ Conference. 

“The American Jewish com- 
munity is mature enough so that we 
do not need court Jews,” he told 
The Jerusalem Post. “We do nol 
Want any self-appointed groups lo 
intercede with the administration “ἢ 

Squadron said that he had never 
opposed Republican Jewish ac- 
tivists holding separate meetings 
with the President. There had been 
such a session last November, but it 
was followed by another meeting 
with Reagan for the Presidents’ 
Conference. 


SQUADRON NOTED that 
Weinberg was a well-known 
Democratic Party activist. His par- 
ticipation in the meeting, Squadron 
said, suggested that it was not simp- 
ly one of those Republican partisan 
sessions, Only the Presidents’ 
Conference, he said, was authorized 
to speak for the Jewish community 
in dealing with the White House. 

Squadron's sharp protest has 
Caused a major stir among the 
Jewish leadership. Naturally, the six 
Jews who met with the president 
Were furious at him. 

In addition to Weinberg, the 
others were Albert Spiegel, of Los 
Angeles, Max Fisher, of Detroit, 
Gordon Zacks, of Columbus, 
George Klein, of New York, and 
Richard Fox, of Philadelphia. All 
had been active in the Jewish Coali- 
tion for Reagan-Bush during the 
1980 presidential campaign. 

For his part, Weinberg has sought 
to avoid allowing the incident to get 
out of hand, In a terse statement, he 
avoided any direct attack on 
Squardron, 

“These are serious times for the 
American Jewish community,” 
Weinberg snid. “We face a series of 
arms sales to hostile Arab states, the 
need to convince Congress to in- 
crease aid to Israel; atlacks upon 
Israel in the media; and the peed to 
emphasize to: this administration 
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Personality differences as well as political loyalties often 
introduce friction among leaders of America’s two major 
Organizations involved in pro-Israeli activity in 
Washington, AIPAC and the Conferencé of Presidents 
of Major American Jewish Organizations.

“Under these circumstances, it 
would have been irresponsible for 
the president of AIPAC, the 
organization registered to lobby on 
behalf of the American Jewish com- 
munity, to turn down an invitation 
to discuss these issues with the 
president of the United States.” 


THERE WERE several reasons 
why Weinberg — and not Squadron 
— was invited to the While House 
meeting. Most of those reasons 
stemmed from the fact that a new 
generation of Republican Jewish 
leaders has elbowed its way to 
power in the Reagan Administra- 
tion. 

Chief among them is Albert 
Spiegel, who has a long-standing 
personal relationship with the presi- 
dent, Max Fisher, while still a 
respected and important player, is 
no longer the sole condult to a 
Republican president — as he had 
been during the Nixon and Ford ad- 
ministrations. 

Given Spicgel’s unique 
relationship with Reagan, he has a 
lot of say about who gets Invited to 
these meetings. And, simply put, 
Spiegel wanted Weinberg at the 
meeting. He did not want 
Squadron there. 

Splegel, a soft-spoken Los 


. Angeles businessman who sup- 


ported Reagan in.1976 as well as in 
1980, has emerged, on sn informal 
basis, a8 the key Jewish liaison to 
the White House, particularly now 
that Jacob Stein has resigned. 
Spiege! was largely responsible for 
arranging the last meeting with 
Reagan. Without taking a formal 
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position in the White House, he is 
expected to co-ordinate future Jewis 
access to the administration. 
There were three reasons why he 
wanted Weinberg at the meeting: 


1. Last fall, during the height of 
the Saudi AWACS debate, Spiegel 
had met privately with the presi- 
dent. At that time, Reagan asked 
Spiegel to arrange a meeting for 
himself with the AIPAC leadership. 
AIPAC was spearheading the 
Jewish campaign against the 
AWACS sale. Spiege) thought this 
last meeting was a good opportunity 
for Reagan to meet with AIPAC, in 
the name of Larry Weinberg. 


2. In practical terms, and on a 
day-to-day basis, AIPAC is the ma- 
jor Jewish organization dealing with 
the administration. It Is located in 


Washington, where the action is., 


Spiegel thought it was more impor- 
tant to have AIPAC represented at 
the mecting than the New York- 
based Presidents’ Conference. 


3. Spiegel was having his own 
problems with Fisher in deciding 
how to deal with the White House, 
In the advance caucusing leading up 
to the mecting, Spiegel suspected 
that Fisher would have the support 
of Zacks and Fox. Spiegel wanted to 
counter by bringing along 
Weinberg, a clese friend from Los 
Angeles, and George Klein from 
New York. It would then be three to 
three. 


THE HOURS of internal debate 
leading up to the session with 
Reagan — what’ issues to discuss, 
how to do it, etc. — were rather 
heated, ; 


Hovering over these partially 
procedural, substantive and 
personality-oriented matters was 
Spiegel’s conviction that Squadron 
had very little credibility in the 
White House, given his background 
as a ‘committed Democrat." White 
House officials had asked Spiegel 
whether Squadron should be 
brought along, and Spiegel said flat- 
ly no, They deferred to his wishes. 

In looking down the road, Spiegel 
has some ambitious ideas for 
improving Jewish access to the 
Reagan Administration at ail levels. 
He is hoping to organize three 
sepurate committees, one denling 
with Israel and other overscas is- 
sues, a second focusing solely on 
dgmestic Jewish concerns, and the 
third involving Republican Jewish 
politica! matters. 

The first two committces, in 
Spiegel’s view, should consist of 
Jewish leaders from the major 
national organizations who would 
bring along their Jewish credibility, 
the best American Jewish experts 
on the various issues, especially 
from the professional and ucademic 
communities, and Republican 
Jewish activists who have the con- 
fidence of the White House, 

The basis of the third committee 
would be the 1980 Jewish Coalition 
for Reagan-Bush. Together with the 
Republican National Committee's 
Jewish Outreach programme, 
headed by Richard Krieger, il 
would work to get Republicans who 
‘ire supportive of Jewish issues 
clected tu the House and Senate.

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Energy inventor files fraud charge

TEL AVIV. — American inventor 
Kenneth Shatz last week lodged an 
official complaint with the Craud 
department at National Police 
Headquarters against Daniel 
Berman, who claims to have in- 
vented the so-called revolutionary 
energy-saving device sponsored by 
Economic Minister Ya'acov 
Meridor. 


Shatz, who claims the invention is 
his, told The Jérusalem Post that 
aince he was leaving the country 
he submitted to the police a 
copy of an affidavit filed with his 
lawyers, explaining how his energy 
invention had reached Berman, 

Shatz told the police that Berman 
took, and apparently disposed of, a 
unit of his without his or his 
partner's knowledge, under a con- 
traci which he never signed. He 
refuled Berman's statement that 
Berman had bought the unit. 


The lawyers of the Gas-On com- 
pany which is developing the device 
reiterated to The Post last week that 


their device works according to prin- 


ciples that differ from those of 
Shatz's device, 
Last week, after a quick glance at 


what is believed to he the Gas-On - 


workshop, Shatz admitted that Gas- 
On seems to be working on a dif- 
ferent principle from his: “They 
seem to be trying to, work on gas, 
while I originally used liquid am- 
monia. But they cannol use this 
principle because I also have a pa- 
‘tent on the use of gas for this unit.” 
Gas-On officials have refused to 
show Shatz the invention of to 
return Shatz's prototype. The com- 
pany's lawyers claim they bought 
the pratotype from Berman in good 
faith, and say Shatz should turn to 
Berman with any complaints. 
Berman instead turned to private 
detective Gideon Kadman, who 
managed ta locate in Ramat 
Hasharon what is believed to be the 


workshop where Meridor’s people 
are experimenting. It is a 10 metres 
by 10 metres workshop, with very 
little equipment of furniture, In one 
corner is what is believed to be the 
invention, mostly a collection of 
small pipes. : 

The workshop was closed, and 
Shatz had to peck at the invention 
through the window, 

He later told The Post, “It looks 
as if they are back where we started 
over three years ago. Our prototype 
was condensed and made smaller 
after we had experimented as they 
are doing now. I have a picture of 
the old unit, and it looks just like the 
unit here.” Ἴ 

Questioned whether this unit was 
the same as the one he had sent, 
Shatz said, “no,” but he said there 
were many similarities. “They seem 
to be searching for pathways to 
move the gas in. The whole secret is 
making the pathways, and then the 
whole invention works. From what 1 

Saw they are going at it backwards.”

Built in 1887 by Shimon Rokach,

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Phone-in news service

ANYONE DIALLING the New 
York City phone number (212) 986- 
9669 can get a run-down on the 
latest developments in Israel. The 
service is designed not for homesick 
yordim or for visiting Israelis who 
are anxious for news, but for jour- 
nalists seeking reliable information. 

The number is an Israeli Con- 
sulate line; the recording is made by 
a member of the information staff; 
and the service Is the brainchild of 
Consul General Naftali Lavie. 
Another is the “exclusive weekly 
newsletter on the Middle East 
which he himself prepares for a 
select group of American journalists 
and editors in New York, 

Before taking up his New York 
post lust August, Lavie, one of the 
late Moshe Dayan's few confidants, 
had spent 11 years as spokesman, 
first of the Defence Ministry 
and then of the Foreign 
Ministry. Before that he had 
been a working journalist, a 
member of the editorial staff of 
Ha‘aretz for 14 years. 

His long experience of the 
American media has led him to the 
conclusion that “by and lurge," it is 
not anti-Israel, 

“There are of course, pro-Arab 
and anti-Israeli, and perhaps even 
anti-Jewish, editors and jour- 
nalists,” he says. “But it would be u 
mistake to perceive the American 
news organizations as highly 
centralized institutions which agree 
on a certain policy and drop orders 
to their correspondents und editors 
to follow, let's say, a pro-Israeli or 8 
pro-Arab policy.”

“EVERYONE” is against violence 
— but a group αἵ leading and well- 
known citizens has now decided to 
do something about it. Cynics will 
dismiss them as naive &nd well- 
meaning, and even optimists are un- 
likely to bet even money that they 
will achieve their goal. But it would 
be churlish not to wish them every 
success, For, as they contend, 
violence and intolerance could br- 
ing ruin upon the country. 

The name of the new organiza- 
tion is Sovlanut (Toleration), and its 
“subtitle” — A Non-Partisan Move- 
ment to Combat Violence. 

The movement is the brain-child 
of Michal Smoirn-Cohn, principal 
of the Rubin Academy of Music in 
Jerusalem, former director of music 
al Kol Yisrael, and wife of retired 
supreme court justice Haim Cohn. 

After persuading her hugband to 
become a member of the presidium, 
Smoira-Cohn recruited four other 
leading personalities to do likewise: 
former Liberal Party leader 
Elimelech Rimalt and Professors 
Andre Chouraqui, Ephraim Katzir, 
and Ephraim Urbach, 

The names of the five appear in 
the movement's prospectus, but 
that of the chairman of the ex- 
ecutive — Michal Smoira-Cohn is 
modestly omitted. At our recent in- 
terview, however, attended by 
Chouraqui, Haim Cohn, and Urbach, 
she was very much present. 

1 had come armed with the infor- 
mation that it was the last election 
campaign that galvanized her into 
action after being gnawed for years 
by the feeling that something must 
be done to promote the toleration 
of opposing views and to curb 
violence, 

And then sho happened to tune in 
on a radio programme in which 
Prof. Anita Shapira was speaking 
about Herzl. Suddenly she under- 
stood how naive the founder of the 
Zionist movement had been and 
what a fantasy his Alineuland was. 
Yet so much of it had been realized. 

Her conclusion: Nothing can be 
changed without making “naive" 
efforts. Sober -appraisala of the 
prospects of success result in inac- 
tlon. - 

The only sensible course is to 
look naiveté straight in the sye — 
and proceed to fight for what you 
believe in with all your strength. 


THE FACT THAT such “cruel 
propaginda™ as was shown in the 
20/20 story is aired from time to 
time should not mislead us as to the 
general positive direction of the 
American media, says Lavie. 

But since arriving in New York.

| asked whether it would react if 
Electric Corporation workers aguin 
cut off the juice, or TV employees 
black-out programmes, either in 
furtherance of wage demands or 
because of a dispute over editorial 
policy.

Urbach commented that when

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Turmoil over Project Renewal dental clinics

THE JEWISH AGENCY'S efforts 
to transfer control of its Project 
Renewal dental clinics to Kupat 
Holim already have generated op- 
position in government ministries, 
turmoil in some local communities, 
and concern among Jews abroad. 
The plan's adoption could have two 
additional effects: neglect of the 
dental education programme 
started in Project Renewal, and 
alienation of volunteer dentists 
from abroad, 

The hundreds of thousands of 
residents of the disadvantaged areas 
targeted for renewal suffer not only 
from poor dental health, but also 
from Ignorance of the basic rules of 
dental hygiene, such as the need to 
brush and the need to cut down on 
sweets. To make even modest 
progress, the Project Renewal den- 
tal programme has to altack both 
these problems, one through its 
clinics and the other through a 
programme of community dental 
education. 

Project Renewal dental program- 
mes are designed to integrate 
medical and educational aspects, 
says Dr. Moshe Kelman, head of 
dentistry in the Health Ministry, In 
addition to dentists and assistants, 
clinic staffs should employ a 
hygienist, who is trained to clean 
teeth and teach dental heaith in the 
community, or at least someone 
trained in dental education. 

Kelman recognizes the contribu- 
tion made by Kupat Holim to the 
expansion of dental services in 
Israel, But, he says, it is simply not 
geared to take on the public health 
aspect in renewal areas, They have 
neither the staff nor the experience 
ta do this,” asserts Kelman, adding 
that even in the short run the dental 
Programme “won't be warth 
anything" without the educational 
aspect. 

The head of Project Renewal in 
the Jewish Agency, Yehiel Admoni, 
counters that Kupat Holim is 
prepared to implement the 
educational side of the programme, 
and lo train and, hire the ap- 
propriate staif. 

But the head of dental services at 
Kupat Holim, Dr. Μ. Goldenberg, 
has a different view of the matter. 
Their dentat clinics, he says, con- 
centrate on treatment, and it has 


always been their view that govern- 
ment is responsible for the public 
health side of dentistry. Further- 
more, he says, no hygienists are 
employed by Kupat Holim, 
although some assistants are now 
being trained Lo instruct patients on 
how to care for their teeth. 

Goldenberg says that the Kupat 
Holim staff planned for its Project 
Renewal clinics does not include 
hygienists, and that these will have 
to be employed by the local renewal 
office run by the agency. 

In several Project Renewal clinics 
now operating — Sderot, Beit 
Shemesh, and Yeroham — the den- 
18] education programme has been 
stalled because the local Agency of- 
fice has not been able to find 
hygienists willing to work in these 
areas or at the relatively low salaries 
offered, [n Ashkelon and 
Jerusalem's Musrara quarter, 
however, community dental health 
work has accompanied the curative 
work of the clinic. 


ANOTHER GROUP wary of the 
advent of Kupat Holim to the Pro- 
ject Renewal clinics is the volunteer 
dentists from abroad, who today 
staff three clinics, and their spon- 
soring body Alpha Omega, the in- 
ternational Jewish dental fraternity, 
And it seems that Kupat Holim 
shares their feelings. 

Goldenberg says that Kunal 
Holim has had no experience with 
volunteers, but thinks that the 
whole idea “cannot be taken 
seriously. How can you have 
responsible dental work when the 
volunteers — each with their own 
approaches and experience — come 
for a few weeks and then disup- 
pear?" 

The volunteers in Kupat Holim 
Clinics, Goldenberg says, will need 
close supervision and must be 
restricted ta basic, short-range 
treatments, The contract between 
Kupat Holim and the Agency does 
Not require the health plan to take 
on volunteers, 

The head of the Israel chapter of 
Alpha Omega, Dr. Yehuda 
Kaufman, hopes that Kupat Holim 
will continue to accept volunteers, 
adding that they will gladly accept 
restrictions on the type of treat- 
ments they provide. 

Kaufman says that if the 
volunicer programme were cut 
back or discouraged, it would be a 


great blow to many hundreds of 
dentists abroad eager to help Israel 
by giving of themselves, for once, 
instead of simply being asked for 
money, 

The first area to resist the Kupat 
Holim takeover was Ashkelon, 
which receives part of its funding 
for renewal projects, including the 
dental clinic, from British Jewry. 
The British representative on the 
scene, Doreen Gainsford, regards 
the clinic as one of the most success- 
ful aspects of Project Renewal in 
Ashkelon. There is no need to have 
Kupat Holim replace a system of 
local management that combines 
communily participation with 
professional expertise, she said. 

The local association which 
manages the clinic gives the com- 
munity a voice in how it is run and 
*what its treatment priorities should 
be, while creating a framework to 
take over the clinic in the long run 
after Project Renewal support ends, 
she said. 

Health Ministry dentistry of- 
ficials, who are opposed to the 
agency plan, have given their stamp 
of approval to the Ashketon model 
of local management and believe it 
should be applied in other renewal 
areas. Agency officials disagree, 
claiming that local associations 
can't provide the full-time, profes- 
sionn] management that the clinics 
require. 

The agency attempt to bring in 
Kupat Holim to Ashkelon met with 
stiff resistance from British Jewry 
and the local renewal workers and 
political leaders, who have more 
than once found themselves allied 
against the “establishment,” be it 
government or Jewish Agency. Ac- 
cording to knowledgeable sources, 
the agency dropped its plans when 
confronted by a threat from British 
Jewry to cut off funds for the clinic 
if Kupat Halim took over, Gains- 
ford, however, denies that such a 
threat was issued. 

Although proud of Ashkelon's 
role in developing an alternative to 
direct Jewish Agency management 
of the clinic, Gainsford cautions 
that the local association solution 
can't be imposed from the outside. 
The essential catalyst to set it up 
and keep it going is an active, on- 
the-scene involvement by the 
Diaspora twin, she concludes, 
which is not the usial situation in 
renewal neighbourhoods.

Sderot, a town of about 8,500 in 
the northern Negev, has also had its 
share of turmoil over the proposed 
takeover of its clinic. The voluntcer 
director, Dr. David Kogon of 
Toronto, wus recently fired by the 
local renewal office, in part, he 
claims, becuuse of his opposition to 
Kupat Holim. 

A local Herut activist, Sussun 
Sera, claims to have obtained over 
1,000 signmures on a petition op- 
posing the trinsfer of the clinic, 
now stalfed by Alpha Omega 
volunteers. And the head of the 
Israel chapter of Alpha Omega, Dr. 
Yehuda Kaufman of Ramat Gin, 
has sought the intervention of the 
featernity’s head oftivers in the US. 
lo prevent the transfer. 

The organizer of the petition, 
owner of a kiosk in the town centre, 
explnined the roots of the local op- 
position to Kupat Holim. “The ser- 
vice provided by Kupat Holim is 
lousy; they'll charge us higher fees; 
we'll have no voice in how the clinic 
is run; and they won't be able to get 
good dentists, only ex-Russians, 
who are less qualified than the 
Americans we've been getting us 
voluntecrs,” he suid emphatically. 

“There aren't many good things 


in Sderot," he said sadly, “and 
they're trying to spoil this one.” 

Sderot's Diuspora twin is the 
Jewish community of Buffalo, New 
York, which does not have an active 
Project Renewal committee in the 
local UJA.

THERE [S NO reason why Israelis 
cannot be as considerate as Swedes. 
The fact that we are not seems to be

“Spuntaneous™ 
und “responsive” considerations 
are two identifiable patterns. Here 
he finds the root of our troubles.

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Educating for politeness

Siderate — in their driving habits, 
their noisiness in public places, their 
pushing and shoving in queues and 
in the aggression and lack of con- 
sideration that is apparent in many 
social activities.” 


BUT an investigation of what 
Israelis understand by “‘being con- 
siderate” shows sharp differences, 
depending on the individual's 
background, 

While spontaneous consideration 
is expected — and is usually in- 
itinted — in the West, in the Middle 
East, “responsive” consideration 
prevails. Here, people are quite wil- 
ling \o respond to requests for aid or 
Courtesy, bul do not offer assistance 
if it is not solicited, ὁ 

This has resulted from the 


traditional Arab approach, “under- 
stand me, don’t give me," which 
places a person asking for a favour 
in the position of a weaker party. 


On the other hand, spontaneous 
consideration may be understood as 
plain foollshness and a sign of 
weakness. Whereas in the Wesl you 
don’t look a gift horse in the mouth, 
here ‘‘a gift ought to be questioned, 
because an apparently selfless 
donor js nol to δε] trusted.” 


Spontancoua’ favours are 
suspected of implying that the 
recipient is in need, an attitude 
which may be perceived as a 
deliberate insult. 


Thus, while an unsolicited act of 
consideration is considered ex- 
amplary behaviour in the West, in 
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the Middle East it is not only con- 
sidered silly, but may easily be con- 
strued as an affront. 


TO TEST these generally accepted 
definitions, Jacobsen asked 159 
nine-year-old children at four 
schools across the country to write a 
short essay describing an act of con- 
sideration. 

The third graders were chosen 
because older pupils or adults might 
be aware of the more dominant 
‘Western cultural norms, and their 
Tesponses might be influenced by 
what they believe to be socially 
desirable. 

The group comprised 38 children 
from Ashkenazi background, 59 
from Sephardi backgrounds and 32 
Arab Christian children. - -

AL the turn of the century, 


Theodore Herzi suggested that it 
was a must for the Zionist Move- 
ment to create a national bank. He 
foresaw that this bank would be one 
on which “the whole future of the 
Zionist Movement depends.” The 
Jewish Colonial Trust subsequently 
created the Anglo-Palestine Com- 
pany, which began to function in 
Palestine in 1903. The first branch 
of the Anglo-Palestine Company, 
the forerunner of the modern Bank 
Leumi le-fsrael B.M., was opened in 
Jaffa. Over the decades, succeeding 
heads of the bank have remained 
{rue to the founding ideals which in- 
cluded assisting in the developing of 
the Yishuy.

The Switzerland entity 
raised S.F.7.5m. and the French 
entity FF25m. On the international 
capital market, Leumi Inter- 
national Investments ΝΙΝ, issued 
360m, of floating rate notes. The is- 
sue which brought the total of funds 
raised in this way by the group to 
$335m., was fully placed with the 
bank's own customers. Bank 
Leumi’s shareholders now num- 
bered more than 400,000. 

The investment in the bank's 
shares which is becoming common- 
Place for a large segment of the pop- 
ulation has produced a satisfactory 
return in recent years, In 1981, in- 
vestors in Bank Leumi shares 
received a real yield of about 39 per 
cent, ἔπ recent years, non-residents 
have continued to show increased 
interest in investing in the bank’s 
shares and these investors were able 
to oblain a 35 per cent return in dol- 
lar terms in 1981. The average yield, 
taking into account the increase in 
the Consumer Price Index over the 
past decade has amounted ‘to 10,7 
per cent annually, and 19.3 per cent 
per year if one allows for the in- 
crease in the dollar exchange rate. 

Japhet is ever mindful of the 
difficulties “of producing profits in a 
highly inflationary society, which is 


also marked by a high degree of 
devaluation of the local currency. 
In view of this, much attention and 
effort is spent in-the area of savings 
plans. Savings plans, in order to be 
effective for the saver, must be able 
to produce returns which are over 
and above the rate of inflation. In 
(981, major changes took place 
which included a substitution of 
savings grants by the payment of 
linked interest, the shortening of the 
savings period and the provision of 
new dollar-linked schemes. In 1981, 
the bank offered new schemes 
which gave greater flexibility in sav- 
ings terms. These schemes 
guaranteed the saver linkage to the 
Consumer Price Index, combined 
with life insurance. Other sav- 
ings schemes offer full linkage to 
the dollar or the flexible scheme 
whereby after six years linkage is of- 
fered either to the Consumer Price 
Index or to the dollar. The impor- 
tance of savings plans to the genera! 
public is most understood in terms 
of figures, which show approximate- 
ly 450,000, new accounts were 
opened in the past year, and their 
current balance grew at a rate of 
144 per cent in comparison with the 
end of the preceding year. The 
Bank Leumi Group manages more 
than two million savings accounts. 


The granting of credits to the 
bank’s customers is the basic reason 
for the bank's existence. The year 
1981 was particularly trying as the 
Bank of Israel, Israel's central 
bank, continued implementing 
credit restrictions in both domestic 
and foreign currency. During the 
course of the year, there was an in- 
crease of fines in volume deviation 
from 30 per cent fo 70 per cent. 
Since the bank is frot allowed to 
deduct this as an operating expense, 


there was a certain limitation of ἢ 


credit to the public. Nevertheless 
and inspite of the restrictions, Bank 
Leumi lowered its debitory interest 
rates twice in the course of the year. 


Throughout the year, the bank 


was engaged in financing industrial 
Sectors, shipping, aviation and 
energy-related enterprises. Finance 
was provided both by the bank's 
non-directed resources and through 
credit line resources. Due to its 
standing in the international com- 
munity, the bank considerably ex- 
panded short-term credit lines as 
well as medium- and long-term 
commercial credit lines for equip- 
ment imports and project finance 
that cannot be financed by regular 
subsidized lines. 

In the realm of import and export 
finance, the bank placed diversified 
services at the disposal of its 
customers, including special as- 
sistance for smaller Israeli manufac- 
turers in developing markets 
abroad. This aid was offered by 
means of a special project involving 
mobile export managers, in con- 
junction with the Israel Export In- 
stitute and via the network of the 
bank’s offices across the globe and 
through its ties with some 1,000 cor- 
tespondent banks overseas, 

The Bank Leumi Group's ac- 
livities also extend to the area of 
credit for industrial capital invest- 
ments. This credit, which is 
provided by specialized subsidiaries 
such as Leumi Industrial Develop- 
nent Bank, Leumi Agricultural 
Development Bank, Leumi 
Mortgage Bank and Bank Leumi 
Investment Company (which also 
financeg municipal authorities), ex- 
panded in 1981 despite the reduc- 
tion in directed loans from the 
budgets of government «ministries 
and in spite of the credit squeeze in 
the commercial banking system. 

In the context of broadened ac- 
tivity in the realm of mortgage loans, 
Leumi Mortgage Bank atquired 
Union Bank this year. The Group's 
leasing operations were also ex- 
panded, witnessed by a significant 
increase in transactions and the 
beginning of operations of Leumi 
Investment Bankers, the first 
merchant bank in Israel. Loumi 
Investment Bankers, which 
specializes in investment promo- 
lion, offers its clients a wide range 
of services in the fields of business 
finance and acquisitions and 


mergers, as Well as financial and - 


economic consultation. 


JAPHET also has hopes for Israel 
and Bank Leumi to assume an in- 
creasingly larger role as a 
financial force in the Middle East. 
Undoubtedly the bank's tole in 
Egyptian-Isracli trade will become 
ever more important as the nor- 
malization process continues. On a 
broader scale, Japhet proposes an 
innovative solution towards 
achievement of more rapid 
economic growth in the area: 
“One such tool might take the 


form of a Middle Eastern Regional : 


Development Bank, an {dea al- 
ready suggested in various forms. 
with other people, means that 
serious thought should be 


given to the establishment of _

“A development institution of 
the type suggested should 
probably draw its major funding 
from the private rather than the 
government sector. For one thing, 
the current spirit in many countries 
favours a lessened state role in the 
economy. For another, a wider base 
of support would enable such αὶ 
body to utilise the experience and 
talents of local institutions: for ex- 
ample in raising and allocating 
funds for projects in the region. 

“Such an institution could assis 
investors to spread their risks in a 
politically volative part of the world 
and could thus encourage and 
facilitate the flow of funds and 
technology to points of greatest 
need. It could help formulate 
Strategies to overcome some of the 
social and political barriers to 
development, especially across 
frontiers, and could be a focus for 
private capital and technology: 
capital from the developed world 
and the oi] producing states, 
technology: from the developed 
world and centres within the 
region,” Japhet suggests. 

“In this regard it should 
be recalled the very sub- 
stantial degree of success attained 
by Israeli enterprise in operuting 
worldwide, including in un- 
derdeveloped countries. From ἃ 
resource-poor base within the Mid- 
dle East, our firms have contributed - 
to the economic well-being of peo 
ples in other parts of the world ona 
basis of purtnership, I have little 
doubt that, given the chance, they 
could cuntribute substantially to the 
development of our own region. We 
might also note the need of many 
Middle Enstern countries for 
improved agriculture and for rurel 
industry, rather than for massively 
capital-oriented manufacturing. 
Israel's experience in agricultural 
development and in the 
decentralization of industry could 
prove invaluable here," 

There is certainly no shortage of 
initial projects wilh which to com- 
mence the operations of a Middle 
Eastern Regional Development 
Bank, Japhet says. “1 share the 
views of those who feel that there is 
a whole range of infrastructural pro- 
jects in the framework of cot- 
solidating peaceful relations 
between Israel and Egypt, and the 
various proposals for integrating {he 
Jordanian economy with those 
the Mediterranean coal, for exam 
ple through free port facilities 
Israel. k

IT HAS often been pointed out that 
foreign trade represents Israel's 
economic life-line, Last year, the 
total exports of goods and services 
was in the order of 511}. The im- 
ports of goods and services totalled 


~$15.5b. “As Israel's foreign trade 


grows and expands, the greater ia 
the banker's responsibility in 
providing the necessary capital 
which is a principal prerequisite for 
the carrying on of foroign trade, We 
are making a major effort to 
broaden the lines of import and 
financing. Our efforts fortunately 
are meeting with marked success, In 
1981, for example, we extended our 
credit import lines to encompass 
sources in [5 countries, compared 
with 10 in previous yeara. This in- 
cludes banking institutions aod 
government agencica,” explains 
Mordechai Einhorn, Bank Leumi's 
Joint General Manager and respon- 
alble for the bank’s International ac- 
tivities. 

Several years ago, a basic decision’ 
was taken at Bank Leumi to ac- 
celerate and expand overseas ac- 
Uvities. “Last year 23 per cent of 
our consolidated balance sheet total 
was represented by our overseas on- 
tities, In 1980, the figure was only 20 
per cent, The growth from year to 
year is clearly a part of the longer 
term trend, points out Einhorn. 

The accent is a continuation of a 
broad development of overseas ac- 
tivities, particularly wherever there 
are major Jewish communities as 
well as major financial centres. One 
of the measures of Bank Leumi's 
success in altracting retail banking 
is the exceptional growth of non- 
resident deposits held with Bank 
Leumi in Israel. According to the 
Comptroller of Banks, the sum (otal 
of non-resident deposits held by 

(sracli banks was in the order of 
84,50. at the end of 1981. "Allhough 
Bank Leumi has never published 
figures, Einhorn nevertheless con- 
firmed that these holdings represent 
about half of the total held by 
the Israeli banking community, The 
implication is clear: namely that 
Bank Leumi is holding some 
$2,25b. in non-resident deposits.

set of 1970, the total amount of non- 
resident foreign currency deposits 
held by the Israeli banking system 
was only $250m. 

Last year, the rate of growth of 
deposits at Bank Leumi's overseas 
entities was even higher than the 25 
per cent advance in the sum of 
deposits of non-residents with Bank 
Leumi in Sarael, 

“Individual depositors from 
overseas have shown, over the 
years, great confidence both in 
Israel and moro specifically In Bank 
Leumi. The ‘deposits of our clients 
have been maintained even in 
-periods of political and military ten- 
sion,” says Efnhorn. 

On a wholesale banking level, it is 
notable that the major banks in the 
world with which Leumi deals have 
neither cut their credit lines nor 
have withdrawn funds despite inter- 
mittent political and milltary crises. 
in the Middle East. “The military, 
political and economic problema 
that arise from time to time are 
generally accepted as part and 
parcel of doing business in this part 
of the world,” observes the banker. 

Referring to banking develop- 


ments in Israel, Einhorn says there 


has been a marked increase in client 
use of such sophisticated tools as 
the forward sale and purchase of 
foreign currencies. Due to the in- 
the general 
public,*Louml fowéred the 
minimum level of forward transac- 
tions from $50,000 to $5,000 per 
transaction, The foreign currency 
trading room today {s one of the 
busiest spots at Bank Leumi. The 
amount of forward transactions car- 
ried out throughout 1981 reflected a 
rise of 40 per cent in money terms. 
The use of the Reuter monitor 
which gives spot prices as well as

forward prices for the currencies as 
they are being quoted on major 
European currency exchanges has 
gone a long way in stimulating in- 
terest. Furthermore, it is interesting 
to note that the Israeli public has 
widened the use of the purchase and 
sale of foreign currencies as a hedge 
against inflation. 

In 1981, Bank Leumi's role on the 
international capilal marketa con- 
linued to broaden as the Bank 
Leumi Group participated in no 
fewer than 16 individual un- 
derwritings in addition to appearing 
20 times as part of loan syn- 
dications, 

The bank was invited to par- 
ticipate as a manager in a major 
finaycing on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of Nigeria. The financing in 
question was in the order of 
DM380m. Leumi served as one of 
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the leaders in the syndication whose 
purpose was to finance various 
[aracli projects in Nigeria. 

The bank continued to develop 
and expand its relationships with 
overseas banks. Interestingly 
enough, major progress was made in 
developing relations ‘in lines of 
credit with Japanese and Far 
Eastern banks, This development 
was not necessarily to be related to 
the growth of trade between Israel 
and the Far East. Einhorn pointed 
to South America as the current 
future area for the development of 
Bank Leumi's overseas activities. 
“We are now present in six 
countries in South America 
and shortly a representation 
office will be opened in 
Chile. The Panama representa- 
tion is to be converted to a branch 
of Bank Leumi, In addition there is 
a banking subsidiary in Uruguay, 
The balance sheet of the subsidiary 
in Uruguay, including guarantees, 
amounted to N$437m. (approx, 
US$38m.) at the end of 1981 and the 
net profit totalled N$1.3m. 
Moreover the Group operates of- 
fices in the Netherlands Antilles, 
the Cayman Islands and the 
Bahamas. 


THE ACTIVITIES of the bank's ex- 
tensions in Europe was 
strengthened during the past year. 
Four new branches in Marseilles, 
Strasbourg, Lyon and Nice were ad- 
ded to Bank Leumi (France), mak- 
ing 8 total of six offices at present 
operating in France. As 8 result of 
the expansion of the bank's activity 
in France, an integration of the 
Group will be made possible and 
entry into new and diverse markets 
will be facilitated, All of this is part 
of the underlying philosophy to

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broaden Leumi's economic ties with 
the country and with the largest 
Jewish population in Western 
Europe. 

Bank Leumi (UK) in England 
continued to expand its operation 
and opened an additional branch in 
the Edgware district of London, 
This addition brought the number 
of the bank's branches in England 
to five. As part of its on-going 
business in England, the British 
Leumi entity recently received 
authorization to extend government 
loans at preferred terms to small- 
and medium-sized businesses. By 
virtue of this permit, Leum! became 
one of eight banking corporations 
which are entitled to grant this par- 
ticular type of loan, 

The Swiss subsidiary showed con- 
tinuous satisfactory development 
especially in the area of investment 
portfolios which it manages for its 
customers. 

As to the Western hemisphere, 
two branches were opened in 
Toronto, Canada in April, as a 
result of the change in the Canadian 
banking law, which relates to the 
operation of foreign banks in that 
country. 

The bank regards the state of 
California as having great potential 
for the bank's future growth, and 
has therefore chosen it as its “home 
state.” This will allow for a large 
network of branches in this state 
and in this framework, @ second 
branch will be opened soon. 

The past two years were ones of 
expansion and consolidation for 
Bank Leumi’s largest subsidiary ab- 
road, Bank Leumi Trust Company of 
New York. 115 balance sheet total 
reached $2.34 billion, a gain of 13 
per cent over 1981, and pre-tax 
profits advanced by 66 per cent to 
$9.3m., as compared with §5.6m. a 
year earller. . 

The 13 branches purchased from 
Bankers Trust in [980 were success- 
fully absorbed and the Bank Leumi

1981 was marked by the successful integration of 
the 13 new branches acquired from Bankers Trust and 
the opening of the 27th branch, in Plainview, Long 
Island. 


1981 balance sheet figures reflect a growth of approx- 
imately 13 per.cent in total assets, reaching US$2.34 
billion und 66 per cent growth in pre-tax net profit, to 
US$9.3 million, 


IN SOUTH AND CENTRAL AMERICA, Bank Leumi 
continued its progress by widening activilies of its 
Uruguay Subsidiary, LEUMI LE-ISRAEL (LATIN 
AMERICA) CASA BANCARIA ind obtaining a licence 
to open a branch in Panama, thus expanding the ser- 
vices offered till now by the representitive office. 


The activities in Europe centred around two main 
events. 


BANK LEUMI LE-ISRAEL (FRANCE), has tripled its 
branches by acquiring four branches, in Marseilles, 
Lyon, Nive and Strasbourg. Together with its two Paris 
brinches, Bank Leumi offers a wide range of retail and 
wholesale banking services, to the French business com- 
munity, as well as to the largest Jewish Community in 
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Total ussets reached FFr.2.1 billion, an increase of 62 
per cent und operating profit before deducting special 
expenses (related to the acquisilion of four new 
branches) increased by 88 per cent to FFr. 11.4 million. 


BANK LEUMI(U.K.), celebrating its 80th Anniversary 
in 1982, opened a fifth London branch in Edgware. The 
Bank has recently acquired authorization to extend 
Government Loans at preferred terms, being one of the 
eight banking corporations permitted to offer this type 
of loan, 

Total assets increased by [4.5 per cent, reaching £239 
million. 


BANK LEUMI LE-ISRAEL (SWITZERLAND), has 
continued to develop its Investment Portfolio managing 
services, which is, however, not reflected in its balance 
Sheet, Nonetheless, a 63 per cent growth was achieved 
-in profits, totalling SFR.4.1 million,

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Computer innovations 


High technology is a powerful force in Bank Leumi’s operations, according to Ya’acov Macht, joint 


general manager of the bank, feoporebls for the operations department. He spoke to Joseph Morgenstern. 


“TODAY Bank Leumi has the most 
computerized civilian operation in 
Israel," states Ya'acov Macht, joint 
general manager of the bank. 

In the past, Bank Leumi used two 
1BM computers, in 1980 it began to 


use three, and in the past year, the - 


power of two of them was 
augmented, Currently the highly 
sophisticated IBM 3081D model, 
the largest computer available, is 
being put into operation. 

There is little doubt that Bank 
Leumi is in the money business. 
Macht humourously points out that 

the bank has also become Israel's 
largest printer. This is due to the 
fact that following the installation of 
its three laser printers the bank now 
has a printing capability of some 25 
million lines per day, as compared 
to the previous capacity of 11 mil- 
lion, At the end of each working 
day, three tons of printed paper has 
to be disposed οἵ. 

Pisga is the Hebrew word for 
“peak.” It also is the Hebrew 
acronym of four computer 
specialists who have spent the past 
two years in developing a highly 
sophisticated system which affords 
direct access to information at the 
bank's computer centre, 

“The system will be able to give 
foreign currency balances as quick- 
ty and as conveniently as it is now 
being done for balances in shekels," 
says Macht, Not only will clients be 
able to obtain the updated 
balance, but information on the last 
three transactions as well. 

Bank Leumi has entered into a 
major commercial agreement with 
the {tatian Olivetti firm for the sup- 
ply of computer terminals to 
develop a tell on-line system, which 
will connect bank branches to the 
central information base, enabling 
customer accounts in the bank's 
files to be updated. As a result, 
customers will benefit from acces- 
sibility and updated information at 
any of the bank's branches 
throughout the world and not only

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at the branch in which they main- 
tain their accounts. The plan calls 
for the installation of some 1500 ter- 
minals over a period of three years 
— at acost of some $10m. for the 
terminals alone. 

In 1981, 17 Bank Leumi branches 
were connected by means of IBM 
terminala to the central computer, 
which allows for instantaneous 
receipt of a securities statement 
which also carries the most recent 
values, In the near future, another 
18 branches will be connected to 
this system. 

Yet another innovation is the in- 
auguration of a new information 
and service centre in Tel Aviv for 
Investment and savings. The centre 
is to be connected on-line to the 
bank's central computer and will 
enable customers to receive up- 
dated information on the status of 
their accounts and, on the basis of 
this information, to give instructions 
for transactions at the centre itself 
or over the telephone until the late 
evening hours, Plans are also un- 
derway for establishing two similar 
centres in Jerusalem and in Haifa, 

Another innovation will be 
realized when, durlng the course of 
this year, Bank Leumi will be con- 
nected to the Swift International 
Network. By means of this connec- 
tion, financial transfers will be car- 
ried out immediately and clearing 
procedures will be enhanced by 
means of computer communication, 
thus bringing the bank into the “on- 
line Era” in its international tran- 
sactions. 

The bank's Caspomat ATM 
network numbers 117 machines 
which is 46 more than at the end of 
1980; by the end of this year, the 
total should reach 182 units. The 
frequency of the use of these 
machines has increased con- 
siderably in the past year. Approx- 
imately 350,000 customers are 
Caspomat card- holders, and 
statistics show that the average

According to Macht, total 
withdrawals in the month of 
February alone reached 18220m., 
and there was a total of just under 
940,000 transactions. The bank's 
operations department, which ἰδ 
Ya‘acov Macht's responsibility, num- 
bers 1500 individuals. Approx- 
imately half of the people employed 
are involved in current operations, 
while another 470 are active in 
regular banking services, and 240 
are busy developing various com- 
puter systems. 


THE OPERATIONS department is 
currently spread out over 21 
buildings in various parts of Tel 
Aviv’s financial district. In order to 
streamline it, the department will be 
centralized at the facility in Lydda, 
spread over some 90 dunams. 
Architect Ya'acov Rechter has 
been retained lo plan the centre. 

“These plans are essentially our 
way of adjusting to changing condi- 
tions so that we shall be prepared to 
meet the needs of the times in the 
years ahead,” according to Macht. 

At the end of 1981, the branches 
and offices of the Bank Leumi 
Group, throughout the world 
numbered 499. Of these, 64 offices 
were abroad. Plans for new 
branches include accommodating 
newest computer equipment for 
maximum customer convenience. 
Also the bank may close to relocate 
branches. In 1981, 12 branches were 
relocated lo new, more spacious 
premises, and currently many 
others are in the process of being 
renovated or relocated, 

The planning stages of the Lyn 
Centre, which will house depart- 
ments of the head office and the 
bank's Tel Aviv headquarters, were 
completed in the past year.

THE ANTICIPATED change in 
plans for Herut’s June convention 
has not slowed the frantic pace of 
Preconvention maneuvering.

THE WEST GERMAN Govern. 
ment is proposing to amend its 
criminal code to make it an offence 
to deny the facts of the Holocaust, 
And parliamentarians in Britain and 
other West European countries are 
being urged to look at the German 
proposals with a view to introducing 
a similar law in their own countries, 


The Institute of Jewish Affairs, 
the London-based research arm of 
the World Jewish Congress, has just 
completed a study of the German 
proposals. It concludes that while 
they have certain weaknesses, they 
are a major step forward. 


“Those who care for justice and 
the dignity of the victims and who 
are concerned about the growing 
neo-Nazi propaganda should cer- 
tainly advocate such a measure,” 
the institute report says. 


{τ also draws attention to the 
political dangers inherent in the 
denial of the Holocaust and the 
boost given the neo-Nazi 
propaganda, Legislation existing in 
some countries against approval or 
glorification of Nazi crimes are in- 
adequate, hence the German 
proposals. 


“The importance of this move 
must be obvious to all who follow 
with concern the growing amount of 
literature which attempts to deny 
the fnets of the Holocaust. This 
propaganda, which falsifies the hor- 
rible truth of Nazi crimes, is being 
spread in an atmosphere of in- 
creased anti-Jewish activity and is 
one of the most important weapons 
in the neo-Nazi arsenal,” says the 
report. 


“If the crimes of the Nazis can be 
wiped off the record of history, if 
the Nazi regime can be white- 
washed and made to appear as 
somewhat disciplinarian and tough 
on luw and order but basically 
harmless and more efficient than 
our allegedly lax Western 
democracies, then the neo-Nazis 
would also look harmless and ac- 
ceptable, and the ideological 
tesistance to it, largely based on 
awareness of the horrors of the past. 
would be undermined. 


The report points out that many 
of the attempts to deny the 
Holocaust are accompanied by the 
allegation that it was simply a hoax 
perpetrated by Jews or Zionists to 
extort money from Germany and 
sympathy from the world and that it 
was one of the main reasons which 
led to the creation of Israel.

THE FIRST section of this book, 
“Where We Are” tin two paris. 
tikes a good louk at the current 
state of Judaism and Jewish lite in 
the U.S. The conclusions indicule 
that both the community and the in- 
dividual Jew is under sicge in a los- 
ing battle. 

Section 2, “How Did We Get 
Here™ (also in two parts), describes 
the inroads and mvages made on 
religious faith since the French 
Revolution ushered in the “age of 
enlightenment.” Subsequent waves 
of rationalism, materialism, 
relativism and individualism have 
eroded Jewish belief and obser- 
vance, and Schiller emphasizes in 
particular the negative influence of 
the Reform Movement which began 
in Germany. 

{n fact there is nothing intrinsical- 
ly wrong with reason, or things, or 
the concept of relativity, or with 
cultivating one’s individuality. The 
Tora and Tora study and Jewish 
religious life are all concerned with 
these aspects of existence, The 
problems begin if one tacks an 
“ism" on to the word, takes the 
quality for-a panacea and by doing 
so falls into idolatory, One cun 
ponder the relationship belween 
Style and substance in that 
rationalist Voltaire. But the truth of 
his value system cannot be proved 
either, He packaged it well as did 
the other enlighteners, and they 
found a ready audience in Jews who 
Were not sulficiently sophisticated 
in their own retigious and 
Philosophical tradition to see that 
actually it had all been said before. 


SECTION 3, “Why Go Back?” 
reviews the many philosophical 
“proofs” of the existence of God. A 
bil heavy going and overshadowed I 
think by a reference Schiller in- 
cludes about Mendel of Kotzk: 
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THE ROAD BACK: A Discovery of 
Judaism without Embellishment by 
Mayer Schiller. Feldheim 
Publishers, 271 pp. No price stated,

Section 4, “Back τὼ What?” 
describes the trelhys on which the 
faith may tourish, as it were: Tora, 
the Prophets, the Writings, the 
Mishna, Karo's Code of Jewish 
Law, the Thirteen Decluritions of 
Faith, and a brief description of the 
nature of the Messianic eri. 

Section 5, “How τὸ Get Back.” 
suggests ways to begin observing the 
mitzvot: observance of the Sabbath, 
the dietary laws, prayer, laying tefil- 
lin and wearing tsitsit, and family 
purity, Quite rightly Schiller stresses 
that “The need for the Jew seeking 
to reclaim his faith to establish a 
close proximity to a community of 
believers cannot be overestimated. 
Life is with People was the title of u 
popular sociotogical study of the 
great Tora communities of Eastern 
Europe, and indeed life most cer- 
tainly is most fully realized together 
with one's feltows.”” Another way of 
saying this is 10 compare reading 
about the Subbath with the actual 
living through it in its varied mouds 
and delights in the company of 
friends or family, Then one can 
really experience what the Tulmud 
teaches: 

“On the Sabbath, min is en- 
dowed with an additional soul, 
which is taken away from him at the 
conclusion of the Subbuth,.” 

Or by going to Tora clusses over a 
period of time to experience how 
sweet and spicy Tory learning can 
be, pursued as it is for no other 
reason than learning itself. 

Section 6, “Welcome Buck," 
describes the several Orthodox 
communities and their various 
philosophic positions, with the 
writer maintaining a neutral posi- 
tion.

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DINA DORONNE hums in the 
kitchen and talks to herself — on 
stage and off. At the moment she is 
off-stage, at home on the top floor 
of a Tel Aviv apartment building, 
where she also has a dog, a husband 
and two children to talk to. 

On stage, she has been appearing 
all around the country in a play by 
Dario Fo and Franca Rame called 
Bed Kitchen Bed Kitchen. The solo 
performance is divided into three 
sections, each about another aspect 
of female frustration, and each 
typical enough to keep women in 
the audience elbowing their hus- 
bands in the ribs. Hard. 

In the first sketch Doronne is a 
working woman with infant who 
scrambles madly to get out of the 
house, to get her baby to a day-care 
centre and herself to work on time, 
while "he husband, smothered un- 
der blankets, gets his last half hour 
of beauty sleep. 

In the second, which is more 
absiract, she is mostly on her back, 
ona bare wooden “bed" in the mid- 
dle of the stage, going through a 
round of coitus not-interruptus-soon- 
enough, almost-abortion (it's too 
expensive) and childbirth, 

In the third sketch, a woman 
locked into her flat — her husband 
is protecting her — irons on the 
balcony and talks to her neighbour 
across the way about how happy she 
is with a stereo, TY, radio and 
demented brother-in-law to keep 
her company. 


NONE OF THIS is news, now that 
our consciousness has been raised, 
but it is oddly enjoyable — 
sometimes overplayed. Doronne 
describes it as a “‘commedia with a 
message." Entertainment is an im- 
portant part of it: “People are more 
Open when they laugh,” she says. 
“and the laughter is nat the 
response to a joke, bul laughter of 
recognition.” 

In fact, there is less consciousness 
around than Doronne assumed 
when she started working on the 
play. She is surprised by the 
enthusiasm with which women res- 
pond, by the women who call her up 
at home as if she's the same next- 
door neighbour she was on stage, 
and tell her the performance has 
helped them air problems — from 
laundry to orgasm — they've never 
been able to discuss before. 

There is an interesting wrinkle in 
the connection between life onstage 
and off: the director of Bed Kitchen 
is an Eldad, who happens to be her 
husband. It’s the second time 
they've worked together (Wait Uniil 
Dark was also a joint effort), but this 
play, because of its subject, has 
“made its little revolutions at 
home.” 

Not at first, though. At the begin- 
ning, Doronne says, “we would 
come home after a day of work 
together and 1 would naturally go to 
the kitchen, and he would naturally 
gq into the living room and open the 
paper." 

The solution? “I'd lean around 
the corner and recite a few lines of 
the play.” 


THE EFFECT sounds less than 
Miraculous. ‘He says that since we 
Started working on this play, his 
percentage of the dishwashing has 
Wereased.” That's true, she adds, 
“but it could be higher.” 

In general, though, it’s a “great 
feeling when you make something 
together... like making a baby.” Al 
the dinner table, she says, they con- 
tinue their excited jabber about this 
Scene and that, “The kids look at us 
funny — as if they're the adults.” 

When those “adults” — a son of 
16 und a dunghter of 13—were small, 
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Doronne decided to suspend her 
career to be with them, “I wanted to 
create ahome,” she explains. There 
were no half-way measures for an 
actress, she felt. “In my profession 
there is no day and no night; there's 
the excitement before the opening, 
and you get home late.” 

Tt was partly because she ‘was well 
established as an actress — in- 
cluding a much-lauded long run as 
the lead in Habimah's production of 
drma La Douce — that she could 
retire temporarily with “a certain 
tranquillity.” 

She feels sure that she did the 
right thing by staying home, and 
now, she says, the children are 
secure enough to put up with her 
ahsences and even to take an active 
interest in her life on stage. 

Towards the end of the interview, 
when Doronne went off to the 
kitchen, humming, to make coffee, 
her daughter came in to check that 
she had enough chewing gum to dis- 
pel pre-appearance tension. 

Bed Kitchen marks Doronne's 
return to the stage afler her stint as 
full-time mother, and it is also her 
first solo performance. 

Is it lonely on stage? 

No, she says, she has company 
there — her imaginary neighbour, 
for instance, in the third sketch. 
And more than that, she has the 
audience. It isn't easy: “On stage 
alone for an hour and a half, you

either carry them or you don’t.” But 
more than ever before, she has been 
aware of people in the audience as 
partners. Their responses intensify 
her feelings, and sometimes even 
“dictate” them, she says, 

The audience, with its con- 
centrated silence or its Jaughter, has 
helped her realize what is most 
poignant, and just how funny some 
of the lines are. Besides, Bed Kitchen 
— especially when played to all- 
female audiences — sometimes 
elicits more active participation. At 
one point Doronne asks her 
imaginary husband: “And how 
many times have you washed my 
stockings?” At one performance, 
the answer came from the audience: 
“Never!" 

For Doronne, the difficult mo- 
ments occur before, rather than 
during, the performance, She likes 
to come to the theatre about an 
hour and a half early, to get the feel 
of the place and make up slowly. 
“The stage manager is busy worry- 
ing about the tape recorder, my hus- 
band is somewhere elée, and I'm in 
the make-up room, tetribly lonely.” 

Actors need complete control of 
their moods under such conditions, 
she stresses, “We have to know 
ourselves, what helps us relax, what 
makes us feet good." To dispel her 
loneliness she has asked her hus- 
band to come and talk to her in the 
dressing room, and she now seeks 


Out the stage manager when he is 
seeking out the tape recorder. 

Some of the preparation for per- 
formances is a matter of hubil. 
“You go through a whole world in 
an hour. Some people go over the 
text. 1 do breathing exercises, and 
dance exercises even if 1 won't be 
dancing on the atage. I peek out at 
the audience, pick out a couple of 
nice people and say “Ah, I'll make 
them a Aagiga [celebration] !" 

After that “you concentrate on - 
the character — all that Stanis- 
lavsky stuff — who you are and 
what you feel.” She has some odd 
ways of summoning up the proper 
mood. In Irma la Douce, she says, 
she had to exit from one scene in 
mourning and enter the next, almast 
immediately in a state of exubera- 
lion. So she ran a mad circle 
backstage; passing the fire inspec- 
lor, whose presence is required by 
law, she pounded him on the 
shoulder a few times, hail-fellow- 
well-met, and went back onstage. 
He was rather astonished the first 
time, she says, but then braced 
himself good-humouredly for what 
became a regular practice, 


DORONNE and Eldad are 
Negotiating to do Bed Kitchen in 
English in Israel — which is not as 
Strange as it sounds. Doronnée 
Studied acting in New York, at the 
Neighbourhood Playhouse School 
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and the Actors’ Studio, in the '50s, 
She was Susan Strasberg’s under- 
study in the Broadway production 
of The Diary of Anne Frank, had a 
week of nervous glory when 
Strasberg fell itl, and was asked to 
take the lead when Strasberg's con- 
tract ended, 

During the time she was filling in 
for Strasberg, she says, the audience 
Tesponse was enthusiastic. People 
would come to meet her at the stage 
door, ask for her autograph, and 
then say “Eh, excuse me, what is 
your name?" Partly because she was 
so new on Broadway, and partly 
because — after brief hesitation — 
she started signing her name in 
Hebrew. 

“On stage I had no accent,” she 
says, and credits a certain. Dr. 
Dickson, her coach, with that 
achievement, The same man also 
coached Katherine Hepburn, and 
there lies a whole history. The two 
women met at Dr. Dickson's, 
Doronne eventually acted with 
Hepburn in the American 
Shakespeare Festival's Merchant of 
Venice (Jessica and Portia, respec- 
tively), and Hepburn asked her to 
stay on to do Much Ado about 
Nothing, at Stratford, Connecticut, 
and on tour. 

Doronne says that when the rest 
of the cast went out to eat, she and 
Hepburn used to have picnic 
lunches. That is, Hepburn's 
secretury would bring her 
sandwiches, and Doronne, on 8 
diet, would bring her own carrots 
and cucumbers. 

Doronne hid seen few films, und, 
coming from Isracl, was “ignorant” 
of just how fumous her colleague 
was. “Had | known, I would me 
never have had the nerve to shure 
my cucumber with her.” The two 
became friends. " 

“Lt was terrific to work with her, 
Doronne suys. “Asan actress and as 
a human being. She says what she 
thinks. She's a good friend, she 
cares about everything that happens 
on the stuge. She takes the whole 
production on her shoulders.’ 


WHEN Afuch Ado was done, Doronne 
decided it was time lo come back 
to Isrnel und settle down — oF 
perhaps never return. Back in Tel 
Aviv, she took αὶ role in Pirnndello’s 
Tonight We Improvise, and then 
decided to go into comedy — Gig! 
and frma, Then motherhood, then 
Bed Kitchen. What next? ἐν 

Perhaps more films. (She is in 
Mira Recanatl's A Thousand Little 
Kisses, which was rather coolly 
received by the critics.) Film re- 
quires new kinds of technical ac- 
curacy — running spontancously, 
“you have to stop at a specific line, 
because beyond it, you're out 0! 
focus.” But she is relleved that film 
doesn't require projection. 

“The camera comes inside you, 
like a kind of X-ray, It sees your 
thought even before you talk.” But 
film, more than theatre, is the pro- 
ject of the director. “All you can do 
is what he wants, because you can 
know the whole.” You make sug: 
gestions, but it’s harder to par- 
ticipate in the planning and concep- 
tion. 

Doronne is determined to keeP 
her age a secret: “You don’t ask an 


actress how old she is,” she insists. 6

Git Goldfine 


JOSEPH HOCHMAN of Kibbutz 
Gaash is a fine technical 
photographer who has not focused 
is lens upon enough — and varied 
— subject matter. His theme, 
“Egypt,” touches a narrow band of 
experiences. Hochman uses the 
then-and-now approach, pitting 
shots of the Yom Kippur War's 
aflermath with scenes of contem- 
porary life in downtown Cairo. 
Although he can portray the 
simplest still life, cup of Turkish 
coffee and an empty glass, with 
drama ond light, monotony sets in 
because variation is limited. And 
the attempt to match emotional 
images of Israeli soldiers (or sand- 
covered battle rations) with Cairo 
coffee houses just doesn’t come off. 
The inter-relationships are far- 
fetched, (Kibbutz Gallery, 25 Dov 
Hoz, Tel Aviv). 


ANOTHER swipe at the Israel-Egypt 
peace process has been taken by 
Perry Farag, known primarily for 
his commercial photography. 
“Farewell to Sinai* is Farag’s nod 
to the people, landscapes, history 
and romantic qualities of the penin- 
sula. But it takes much more than 
large colour transpurencies or 
bromides with rich ceruleans and 
bright vrunge-reds, to leave a lasting 
impression. Farag has captured the 
visual Sinai for picture-postcard 
posterity. His photographs are sim- 
ple exposures reporting the surface 
(and underwater) of a special place 
without enough thought given to the 
importance of the sounds and vibra- 
tions that murmur within the rock 
or the truth that lurks behind the 
dark eyes of the Beduin. One must 
look back to the Paris of Kertez ora 
Lartigue or the Depression era of 
Dorothea Lange or to Berenice Ab- 
bot’s New York City, to appreciate 
this criticism. These photographers 
could say more with a 35 mm 
camera loaded with slow black and 
white film than many contemporary 
photographers with fancy equip- 
ment.

These mini-mountains -contaln 
gingerbread-style buildings, ‘con- 
struction blocks, plumbing fixtures, 
telephone wires and assorted hame 
plates informing the viewer of 
historical, political or geographical 
facts. ; 
Zive's fun sculptures are “comic 
book” illustrations that combine art 
and fantasia, the bland ochre and 
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sepia blocks of clay are stage sets 
for her idiosyncratic towns, some 
established (and labeled) thousands 
of years ago (as seen by virtue of 
their Second Temple structures), 
others in the process of being built 
by toy tractors. 

Zive's experiences with the Israel 
Lands Administration were the 
moving forces that led to the work 
on view. But the trauma that hit her 
is not projected any further, for her 
ceramic sculptures are personul, 
humorous — and quickly forget- 
table.

SHLOMO KOREN, the Israeli 
sculptor in Amsterdam for the past 
decade, shows a series of black-and- 
white charcoal drawings depicting 
ideas for large scale works. As 
usual, this kind of drawing is sup- 
ported by copious side notes 
relating to concepts and private 
thoughts about the end results, us 
well as cryptic annotations that can 
only be deciphered by the enginecr.

A MASTERLY 
PERFORMANCE 


JOSEPH HIRSCH is an artist who 
never fails to deliver. Now retired 
from formal teaching (he was a 
much admired Professor of Draw- 
ing at the Bezalel Academy) he has, 
over the years, developed a highly 
individual method of presenting 
partly caricatured figures and faces 
in a way that complements the ef- 
forts of a number of artists who 
pioneered new approaches to figure 
drawing and figure composition in 
the earlier part of this century: 
Klimt and Schiele in pre-war 
Europe and Jack Levine in America 
of the Thirties. 

Most of Hirsch's recent work, 
happily enough, is devoted to his 
volumetric portraits and figures; 
there are only a few examples of his 
more two-dimensional, almost 
demonic symbols for clowns, actors, 
witches and raised souls, though the 
few examples here are particularly 
good. Bul it is with the heads that 
Hirsch — with a beady intellectual 
eye and an immense capacity for 
taking pains that is at first belied by 
the very boldness of his drawing and 
composition — is most able to rivet 
our attention, 

Unlike Schiele and Klimt, who 
painted into their drawing, Hirsch 
often draws into his monochrome 
wash painting. The heuds and their 
backgrounds are conceived as tonal 
masses pilched against the propor- 
tions of the paper; they derive their 
power nol only from the virtuoso 
handling of the faces. but from the 
dramatic push and pull of the com- 
pesition | Hirsch can build the sort 
of composition that photographers 
can achieve only by cropping.

Eyes disappear or shrink behind 
eyeglasses or migrate away from 
where the socket should be.

In each head 
there is a feature that throws things 
out of kilter, helping to defeat the 
onset of mere figurative render- 
ing. Details dissolve or are 
registered as tiny calligraphic 
cyphers, or with a few carefully 
hatched strokes; some of them are 
mite tuo precious or rigidly drawn, 
but only when you examine them 
closely: Hirsch relies on impres- 
swwnist effects to soften these linear 
details. He also uses dry-brush and 
while paper cdges to vary textural 
effects. 

Problems arise in a work like the 
seated figure (12) where head and 


foot are modelled and the body is 
left os an almost two-dimensional 
cutout. On the other hand, one of 
the most masterly, mysterious and 
intriguing paintings (32)is made up 
of a virtually two-dimensional 
planular figure set in a mysterious 
dark background; there is however, 
no modelling or linear detuil to up- 
set its own purticular logic. 

As with clussica) portraiture, one 
is druwn to those works in which the 
sitter's actual of conceived per- 
sonality is a highly individual one. 

These portraits have a truly 
magnetic effect. They draw the 
viewer into the wark, lo the point 
where one suddenly acgins studying 
details of techmque, before 
withdrawing aguin and ugain τὸ 
study the character of both the sit- 
ter and the coniposition.

Contract from Padua 


AN EXTRAORDINARILY 
beautiful illustrated and illuminated 
parchment ketubah (marriage con- 
tract) made in Padua in 1732, has 
been presented to the Israel 
Museum, where it is now on view. 
Rendered in tempera and pen and 
ink, it was made for the wedding of 
Samuel Hai, son of Gershom 
HaCohen from the Hazzanim fami- 
ly, to Columba, daughter of David 
Aziz. 

The bride and groom were from 
noted families of scholars, physi- 
cians and poets in Padua. The 
groom's family, Hazzanim or 
Canterini, was especially known for 
the physicians among its members. 
In the commemorative roll of the 
University of Padua may be found 
references to both the Canterini 
family and the family of the bride — 
De Zara or in Hebrew, Aziz. 

Padua was renowned as a centre 
for medical studles and its Jews 
served as rabbis and physicians and 
were famous os poets. Among the 
collections of poetry and prose 
preserved in manuscript are the 
works of a witness of this ketubah — 
Paduan Rabbi Shabtai Hayyim, son 
of the Rabbi Yitzhak Marini 
(1699/5-1748) who was a poet and 
translator and wrote wedding songs, 
lamentations and culogies. 

Rabbi Moshe Hayyim Luzzatto, 
Italy's foremost Jewish poet, was 8 
member of this circle and served as 
rabbinical assistant in the General 
Paduan Assembly of 1733. When 
controversy arose oyér Luzatto's 


works, Rabbi Shabtai Marini 
became one of his major supporters. 

The ketubah, which is in fine con- 
dition, is designed in the form of a 
domed building with arch and two 
decorated columns with capitals. 
Above the arch is a delightful view 
of Jerusalem, surrounded by the 
signs of the Zodiac. There are il- 
\ustrations of biblical verses on 
either side of the text, At the top are 
the family crest and depictions of 
the bride and groom in contem- 
porary garb. Other illustrations in- 
clude the Tabernacle implements; 
Samson and the lion; Jonah and the 
Whale; Moses and Aaron; The 
Sacrifice of Isaac; and Jacob's 
Dream. Each illustration is labelled. 

Among the decorations are 


‘cupids, foliage, birds, even putti 


and geometric devices. Beside the 
depictions of the bride and groom is 
a blessing written in rhyme: “May 
the groom bloom os a fecund gar- 
den and from the Lord cometh the 
good"; and ‘A dove is my bride and 
those who praise her are G-d- 
fearing, and gracious gracious is 
she.” 

Curator Haya Benjamin, who 
researched the ketubah and prepared 
if for presentation, points out that the 
the first letter of each line forms 
the names of the bride and groom.

Though the 1970's were a stuggish 
decade with little economic growth, 
one sector did develop rapidly: ex- 
port industries. The financial giants 
in the economy all climbed onto the 
industrial bundwagon, except one, 
the biggest of them all, und state- 
owned to boot: Bank Leumi 
le'Israel (BLL). 

BLL owns (wo investment 
companies. One is Bank Leumi 
Investments, which deals with 
slock-exchange securitics, the other 
is Africa-Israel Investments, which 
deals wihth real estate. 

To be fair, BLL has a good many 
tongs in the industrial fire, through 
its shares in Clal, the Industrial 
Development Bank, etc. {ἰ also set 
up a year ugo Leumi Investments, a 
merchant bank which helps 
promote industrial activity. 

Yet it keeps its distance, avoiding 
— necording to the chissic bunking 
tradition — any direct involvement 
in the complexities of manufactur- 
ing. Or it would scem to, except for 
something little publicized whase 
significunce is not perceived ut first 
glunce. 

One of BLL's above-mentioned 
(wo subsidiaries, Africa-Israel 
Investnents' (AIT!) has become, un- 
der ils young and forward-looking 
maniging director Shlomo 
Grofman, active in a speciality 
virectly connected with the 
development of Israel's 
technological capacities: the γπ- 
dustrial park. 

Tt owns loduy three insurance 
companies (Migdal, Maoz and 
Sela), a number of property com- 
panies (which own lind and 
building, including the Tiberias Hot 
Springs Hotel}, und a building con- 
cern (Cebus Rimon which, among 
other things, is the biggest cantrac- 
for for the Negev airfields). It hus 
[S80m. of captitul, made 1S22.8m, 
of profits last year, pays dividends, 
issues bonus shares, 

But its most interesting activity is 
concentrated on 90 dunams of land 
next to the Weizmann Institute in 
Rehovot. There it has built 24,000 
Square metres of factory space, oc- 
cupied today by 18 companies 
employing nore than 2,000 workers, 
a large proportion of them univer- 
sity graduates.

ISRAELI SCHOLARS AND THE WEST BANK 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — As a fellow of the Institute 
for Advanced Studies at the 
Hebrew University, | wish to issue 
an appeal to Israeli scholars, es- 
pecially those specializing in Middle 
East and Islamic studies, to state 
openly their opinions of the policies 
of the Israeli government on the 
West Bank. [n purticular, 1 would 
like to know what these academi- 
cians think of the role played by 
Menahem Milson, a professor of 
Arabic literature with in-residence 
status at the Institute for Advanced 
Studies, a prestigious centre at one 
of the more prestigious universities 
in the world, | issue this appeal 
knowing full well how it will seem, 
presented by a foreigner, a ndn-Jew, 
to Israelis sensitive to outside 
criticism. 

My point is thut the apparent 
silence of most {srieli scholars can 
be read as tacit acceptance of 
Milson’s policies. 1 ucknowledge 
that this silence may reflect embar- 
frassment more (hin support, but the 
situation on the West Bunk, the kill- 
ings, settler hurassments, and the 
hate they engender, go beyond 
mere policy debate. They go to the 
heart of the question of what the 
aim of Israel's policy is and what it 
secks to create. One thing it fosters 
beyond doubt is hatred of Israelis, a 
hatred created by Israeli uctions 
rather than being the manifestation 
of inherent anti-Jewish feelings. 

Recent events on the West, Bunk 
as a result of Israel's “civil\’ ad- 
ministrative policy give the inipres- 
sion that Israel has become a 
colonial state. The pressure excrted 
on the Arab populution; the use of 
any means possible to confiscate 
land from Arabs for Jewish set- 
tlement; settler intimidation of 
Arab villagers; the use of seitlers 
along with soldiers to quell distur- 
bances; the deliberate, even 
pathological vindictiveness of set- 
tlers; the rule of an “expert” in the 
affairs of the subject people, a man 
whose supposedly superior 
knowledge of Arabs encournges 
him to apply a policy of systematic 
intimidation, including the arming 
of loyalists ‘in the village leagues — 
all these actions, with the settlers as 
colonials, remind one of French 
policy in North Africa, especially 
Algeria. 

Israel justifies its determination 
to keep the West Bank on the basis 
of securily needs. How will these 


needs be met if nearly one million 
Arubs are placed under Israeli rule, 
albeil in happy “autonomy”? Will 
Israel have any choice other than to 
continue and even to intensify what 
amounts (a colonial rule over a sub- 
Ject majority by a ruling minority? 

Indeed, there is a choice from the 
Begin government's perspective; 
making Jordan a Palestinian state, 
an idea which has gained accep- 
tance in some academic circles. Just 
how Israel's security needs would 
be met with a PLO-dominated state 
adjacent to it is a matter for conjec- 
ture; il apparently does not matter 
so long as Judea and Samaria are 
secured. Military might will prevail 
-- Presumably forever. 
Nevertheless, is it possible to 
tespect intellectually a stance which 
harps constantly at PLO terrorism 
against Israel and its denial of 
Israel's legitimacy, but supports 
such PLO actions if they are in- 
tended lo undermine the legitimacy 
of the Jordanian government? 

The Begin-Sharon-Milson policy 
is designed, | believe, to encourage 
Arabs to leave the West Bank. The 
intent is to create nn atmosphere of 
both resentment and of realization 
that nationalist: aspirations cannot 
be fulfilled on the West Bank. 
Indeed, the more repressive the 
policies on the West Bank,.the more 
militancy will arise, along with 
growing despuir al the likelihood of 
achieving nutionalist hopes. 

How do Isruelis in general and 
Israeli scholurs in particular feel 
about this? 


Isracti scholurs may not wish to 
save Menahem Mitson from 
himself, but they might wish to 
Stand up and be counted in favour 
of or against his administration, 
whatever their feelings ubout Yasser 
Arafat. American academicians 
did so when they saw the involve- 
ment of some South Asia specialists 
in the US effort in Vietnam; those 
they altacked defended themselves. 
Is il too much to hope that a similar 
debale might happen here, 
whatever the feelings of the partici- 
pants about (he views [ have expres- 
sed?

The tests of peace 


AFTER nearly 15 years under Israel's rule, Sinai has now reverled 
fully 10 Egyptian sovereignty. The payoff is, of course, the peace — 
described last night by Egypt's President Mubarak as "forever" — 
complete with a full, normal relationship between the two countries, 
which has been Israel's dream since its establishment as a state. By 
and large, it seems to have been a fair trade, 

Yet throughout Israel there is still a feeling of unease about the 
prospects of the peace. The feeling is not confined to the fanatics 
who hold Sinai to be Israel's divine gift, and who view a peace wilh 
Arab states as by definition an impossibility. 

For despite the security arrangements in Sinul, which should pre- 
vent its employment as a base Jor aggression again, the loss of the 
desert peninsula is tangible. It has deprived this country of strategic - 


τ depth and warning time, not to speak of training grounds and a vust 


military infrastructure. 

Israel's consent to hand Sinai back helped break the ring of 
hostility with which all of Israel's neighbours enclosed the Jewish 
state. The Stendfastness Front js hardly a substitute for the one-time 
warlike Arab alliunce under Egypt's leadership. 

Yet inevitubly Egypt will restore its relations with the other Arub 
states including avowed enemies of Israel, like Iraq. ΑἹ the same time 
the prospects fur widening the peace to Include other slates remain 
dim. The reason is thal even those Arb countries chat rte in the 
West as “moderates” can only contemplate peace in terms that are 
wholly nnathema to Israel, Their concept of peace — hy which they 
really mean, ut best, non-belligerence — is predicated on the selting 
up of a Palestinian — meaning a PLO — state in Judea, Sumuria and 
Guza. This is the essence of the Fahd Plan. 

Indeed Egypt itself, after some uncertainty on the subject during 
President Sudut's lifetime, has now come out in support of the iden of 
ἃ Palestinian (though not necessarily a PLO) state. True, Egypt is 
committed, as Mr. Mubarak has reaffirmed, to  transitionul scheme 
of uutonomy for the Palestiniuns, during which the issue of 
sovereignty would be in abeyance. But Egypt's idea of sutonomy is 
still wholly at odds with that of Israel. The resumption of the 
autonomy tulks seon is bound to bring this oul aguin, 

Such, it seems, are the difficulties and dispurities between Egypt 
und [sruel that cause the feeling of uneuse in this country, Whether 
this is entirely warrunied is another mutter. ᾿ 

That the cession of Sinai would entail the loss of some distinct 
militury benefits wus clear from the outset. But the belief that the 
retention of Sinai could itself guarantee Isrucl’s security received a 
fatal blow in October 1973. 

The clash of views between Egypt and Israel in (he matier of the 
autonomy is, however, a serious problem. 

It stems frum the apparent intention of euch country, in viuluteon 
of its implied undertaking at Camp David, to fashion the kind of 
autonomy that would provide, in advance, the kind of outcome 
favoured by itself. In this controversy, however, Israel enjoys one ma- 
jor advantuge over Egypt. Whereas Egypt can only propuse and 
protest, Isruet is uble to create facts on the ground. Israel has been 
creating such facts especially during the three years since the peace 
treaty came into effect. 

These may influence normalization under the peace no less udver- 
sely than the rapprochement between Egypt and its estranged friends 
in the Arub world. It will take reasonableness on both sides to keep 
the peace on an even keel.

There can be little doubt that the Treasury would (hen have le 
subsidize the airline, year after yeur, by (hat same umount, without 
uny visible way to compensate for the indirect losses involved. Or 
that Isract would be without an airline of its own. 

Singling ΕἸ Al out for the enforcement of strict Sabbuth obser- 
vance must, of course, be obvious to Agudat Yisrael itself, intent as it 
it on “outperforming” the National Religious Party in the cyes of ob- 
servant voters, For the national carrier is by no means the only 
economic enterprise, and not even the only government-owned en- 
terprise, (hat works seven days a week and around the clock. The 
government-owned Ben-Gurion Ariport for one example, operates 
continuously, and so do the electric power stations around the coun- 
try.. ‘ : 

The logic of the Aguds demand would require shutting them all 
down al once, Pushed a step further, it would also require shutting 
down the roads and highways on the Sabbath. For the roads and 
highways, being built, maintained and owned by the state, 
are public property, just like El Al.

Peres that Labour join the govern- 
nent in & Knesset resolution to bar 
future uprocting of settlements. 
After uprooting and destroying 
Yamit, Mr. Begin would deftly 
shift the focus from that event by 
trying to tar Labour — which will 
turn down the proposal — with an 
anti-settlement brush, 


All the while he holds out a 
deceptive offer to Labyur to juin 
the government. embroidered 
wath chetacic of the need for 
national unity, even as he 
renentedly insinuates they would 
sell out to the PLO. 


Unfortunately, Israel's political 
condition today cannot be 
diagnosed nor repaired by the 
measures of such parochial 
political gamesmanship.

Of men, not laws 


“IT SEEMS to me,” said Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir at the 
cabinet on Sunday, referring to the rooftop rioters who resisted the 
army Violently at Yamit, “that we are faced here with a severe und 
dangerous sociul phenomenon — that of an organized group which 
publicly procltims its intention to defy the Knussel, the puvernnient, 
demveracy and the law, by violent meuns. 

“Such groups af idealists pose a real thrent to society's delicate in- 
ternal fabne. and the state’s conduct towards ang such group offers a 
precedent for others. 

Prof. Zamir's argument, taken by itself, would appear tv he un- 
answerable, While conceding that the protesturs were prompted by 
“national cunsiderations and by love of the country,” the attorney- 
general proposed “that the end does not justify the means and that 
these means were intolerable.” ff he could have his way, therefore, 
Prof. Zane would bring criminul charges against members of the 
group Suspected of employing violence against Ihe army. 

But the altorney-general could only have his way by overriding the 
cudinet’s neur unanimous wish that members of the group shoujd not 
be prosecuted. He would be within his rights to follow his legal con- 
science, but his official standing as the government's legal udviser 
would then be hopelessly undermined, 

On the personul level, this is unexceptionable, but the practical 
consequences of the failure to prosecute cannol be ignored. The 
cabinel. led hy Premier Begin, did not seek to establish a generul 
Principle of the superiority of mercy over justice. 

As Mr. Begin himself put it, according to the official record of the 
debute, “Better we should have 8 reconciliation, for we fuce serious 
struggles ... Aheud of us is the struggle to assure that Judea, Samaria, 
the Guza district and the Golan Heights should not be torn away 
from us." In other words, the end of a Greater Eretz Yisrael docs, if 
not justify, ul least forgive the meuns used in fighting for it — even 
where, in the cabinet’s view, it need not have been fought at all. 

But the government wauld surely not want it to be said that it was 
merely pluying politics with the faw. Its decision must, therefore, be 
translated intu a generul principle of forgiveness where the national 
interest, as interpreted by the cabinet, calls for it. 

Right now there is another case to which this principle might also 
properly be upplied. The suspicion has arisen that a number of 
speeches delivered at Tami's central committee on the subject of the 
outcome of Ahuron Abuhatzeira's trial were badly tainted with.con- 
tempt of court. Justice Minister Moshe Nissin has instructed the 
atlorney-generul to look into the mutter, with an eye to possible 
prosecution. 

On the fuce of it, Mr. Nissim was right lo act us he did, for the ob- 
jectivily of the judge of the Abuhatzeira trial wus indeed impugned in 
ἃ most vulgar manner by the Taml speakers, as reported in the press. 
On the other hand these sume speukers could readily be portrayed as 
idealistic seekers after national unity — surely & worthy goal — who 
were pained by what struck them, however wrongly, ns ethnic dis- 
crimination. . 

They muy. have acted illegally, It is true. But there is no reason why 

. ἃ Forgiving hand — the sume thal Mr. Begin suggested extending to 
the Yamil rioters — should not also be stretched out to the Tami 
ugitators, “lo all those who were in error, whe mude mistakes, und 
even misled and incited.” This would be wholly in keeping with the 
new doctrine of differential restraint — or the inequulily of all men 
before the jaw — enunciated by the premier on the eve of Israel's en- 
try lo its 35th year. . 


Neither a Knesset resolution 
against uprooting settlements, nor 
discomfitting Labour over it helps 
pravide a workable formula for 
dealing with the West Bank and 
Gaza. And while Mr. Begin enter- 
tains the country with this, violent 
unrest in the territories mounts, 
Arabs are killed almost daily, and 
more settlements are pul in place 
to lock Israel into an endless con- 
flict with a recalcitrant Arab pop- 
ulation. 


If Mr. Begin is serious about his 
autonomy scheme as an interim 
arrangement, and if he is serious 
as well about national unity, there 
could be a basis for a new govern- 
ment to carry the Camp David 
process forward. But if by 
aufonomy he means, contrary to 
the Camp David agreement, the 
mechanism, together with 
wholesale settlement, of es- 
tablishing Israeli sovereignty over 
the territories, and if by a national 
unity government he means 
Labour sanction for this policy, 
then there can be no broad 
government, no autonomy and no 
fulfilment of the peuce process, 


These are genuine issues. That 
Mr, Begin has the country in a 
spell so that they can no longer be 
clearly perceived or rationall 
debated, does nol mean they will 
go away, or that there will be no 
price-to pay, !
